The Republic Magazine 


publishes some statements that will decide 
that point. First is the testimony of Col- 
onel T. .D. Chandler, tho Confederate as- 
sistant adjutant generaj and inspector geu- 
eral of military prisons, contained in a re- 
port which lia submitted to tho Jeff Davis 
cabinet, after making a personal inspection 
o E the AmJersonvillo prison. 
Among other 


tliinga tiiis report, dated ''Andcrsonville, 
Jan. C', 18G4," contained tho following: 


"Hating, in obedieuce to instnicticiis ot 


(he 23th ultimo, carefully inspected tho 
prison for Federal prisoners of war aud post 
at this place, I respectfully submit the fol- 
lowing report: The Federal prisoners of 
war are confined within a stockade Df tecu 
feet high, of roughly hawn .pino logs about 
eight inches in diameter, inserted fire feet 
into the ground ; enclosing, including tho 
recent extension, on area "of TilO by 
SIM 


yards. A railing around ilia inside of tlio 
Blockade, and about twenty feet from it, 
«onstitutes tho "dead line," beyond wbieli 
the prisoners are not allowed to pass, mid 
about tlirec and one quarter acres near tho 
cenlrq of tho enclosure are so limrchy as to 
l« at present unfit for occupation, reducin<; 
llio present available area to about twenty 
three and one-half aore9,which gives some- 
wbiit ICM tlmn SIT square feet to every pris- 
oner. Evuii this is being constantty' re- 
duced by tho additions to their number. A 
Hmall stream passing from west to east 
through, tho enclosure, nt about one hun- 
dred and fifty yards from its soutbern limit, 
furnishes the only water for washing nc- 
cessihlo to the .prisoners. Somo regiments 
of tho guard, tho bakery anil tbo cook house 
being placed on the rising grounds border- 
ing the stream before it entera tho prison, 
renders tbo water nearly unfit for use be Tore 
il enters the prison." 


On the 5th of August, same year, colonel 


Chandler again appealed to Jeff Davis and 
bis cabinet, in which ho recommended Iho 
removal of General Winder, tlio command- 
ant, in tlio following language: 


"My duty requires rue rcapeolfully to 


recommend a change in tho officer in com- 
mand of tho post, Brigadier General J. II. 
\Vindor, nnd tho substitution in his place of 
acme ono who nnites both energy and good 
judgment with some feeling of humanity 
nnd consideration for the welfare nnd com- 
fort (so far aa is consistent with their sato 
keeping) of the vast number of unfortunates
